Boundaries of the va- 
rious communities where 
elections will be held are; 
Community A composed of 
beats 1 and 18; Community 
B composed of beats 2, 19 
and 20; Community C com- 
posed of beats 3, 4 and 5; 
Community D composed of 
beats 15 and 22; Community 
E composed of beats 10, 
li_ and 21; Community F 
composed of beats 6 and 16; 
Community G composed of 
beat 7; Community H com- 
posed of beat 8; Community 
I composed of beats 9 and 
12; Community J composed 
of beats 14 and 23; and Com- 
munity K composed of beat 
17. 

Programs administered 
by the ASC county and com-

Contract Let For 
New School 
Building 


The Elba City Board of 
Education awarded the con- 
tract for the construction 
new elementary

The building will be 
located on the east side of 
the Troy Highway between 
the Jaycee Park and the 
levee. The contract calls 
for the building to be com- 
pleted in 300 calendar days. 

The School Board has 
been notified by the State 
of Alabama that money is 
now available for school 
construction from the State 
Bond Issue that was passed 
by the Legislature.

Governor Signs 
Bill For 


House Trailers 


A bill authorizing movement 
of mobile homes over the high- 
ways of Alabama from sunrise 
to sunset was signed into law 
last week by Governor George 
C, Wallace, 

“We are happy to see this 
law passed, as it will be be- 
neficial to one of Alabama’s 
rapidly growing industries,” 
said Governor Wallace, 

Alabama has seven mobile 
home manufacturing compan- 
ies, which have a total payroll 
of 12 to 15 million per year, 
They produce 40 to 50 units 
per day and employ more than 
1,200 people, 

Bill Glascock, president of 
the Alabama Mobile Home As- 
sociation, pointed out that there 
are some 150dealers, plus sup- 
pliers and financial institutions 
that also put money into the 
State’s economy as a direct 
result of this industry. 

“The Alabama Mobile Home 
Association hopes that other 
States will recognize the impor- 
tance of this bill and join with 
the State of Alabama in wel- 
coming this industry and mak- 
ing it comfortable for the in- 
dustry to transport products 
they are building within each 
state,” Glascock said, 

Also present at the sign- 
ing of the bill were: Rep, Ran- 
kin Fite, Marion County; Rep, 
Berry Lynchmore Cantrell, 
Colbert County; Rep. John Po- 
sey, Jr., Winston County; and 
Rep, Chester Boston, Lauder- 
dale County, who is executive 
secretary and treasurer of the 
association,

Both teams play- 
ed good ball and that is more 
important than winning, And if 
Im not mistaken it is the first 
ballgame Ihave ever seen where 
there was not a single 15 yard 
penalty against one or both of 
the teams before it was over. 


WHEN THE HOUSE approved 
repeal of section 14(b) of the 
Taft-Hartley Act, the section 
which permits states, if they 
so choose, to pass Right-to- 
Work laws under which a man 
can join or not join a union, 
as he alone decides, without be- 
ing deprived of his job, it looked 
as if it were all over but the 
shouting. There seems to be 
ample votes in the Senate to 
complete the repeal legislation 
this session, 

But in politics, as in other 
human affairs, the unexpected 
sometimes happens, And that 
has been the case with 14(b) 
and annulling state right-to- 
work laws, is now dead as a 
dodo, for this session, but will 
be back again next year, Then 
the weight of public opinion, 
which, the polls have shown, is 
strongly in favor of the exist- 
ing law that the right-to-work 
is an obsolute right, may cause 
Congress to againaffirm aright 
which is vital to individual free- 
dom, 


IF CHILDREN were taught 
in the home by their parents 
and in the schools by their 


teachers one simple little rule 
of action think of the sorrow 
and suffering it would save, 
not to mention the countless 
millions of dollars, This rule 
of action wouldn’t require any 
new laws, it wouldn’t costa dime 
of taxpayers money, and it would 
reduce the cost of law enforce- 
ment and court trials, Respect 
for the rule would eventually 
become automatic with most 
children as they grow up, There 
wouldn’t be so many news re- 
ports of murder, robbery, kid- 
napping, rape, purse snatching, 
automobile stealing and so on, 
And what is the rule of action 
that would reduce our vicious 
crime record if it became part 
of the thinking of children when 
it is taught to them daily by 
their parents and schools, along 
with suitable illustration of what 
it means? 

“Keep your hands off other 
people and other people’s pro- 
perty.’’ It’s that simple to keep 
out of trouble, 


ALL MANNERS of excuses 
are given for the waves of ju- 
venile delinquency that con- 
tinually poison this country, It 
is said that some way, some 
how, society has failed these 
young people and so society 
must take the bulk of the blame, 
How about parents? A man who 
is a real authority on crime 
and its causes, Director J, Ed- 
gar Hoover of the FBI holds 
a very different view, In his 
words, “Teen-agers and their 
parents have been subjected to 
a foolhardy theory which con- 
dones rebellious conduct a- 
gainst authority, law and or- 
der, or any regulatory mea- 
sures which restrict their 
whims, wishes, desires, and 
activities. This astonishing be- 
lief has spread into the school- 
room, the living room, the 
courtroom and now into the 
streets of our nation inthe form 
of wild, drunken brawls, 

“No doubt society has failed 
our youth, but not in the way 
many seem to think, Rather the 
dereliction has been in the fail- 
ure to teach them the meaning 
of discipline, restraint, self- 
respect, and respect for law and 
order and the rights of others, 
Consequently, the lesson nowis 
both painful and costly.” 

The surest way to turn the 
juvenile delinquent today into 
the hardened adult criminal of 
tomorrow is to pamper him, 
The foremost right and duty of 
society is to enforce the law 
under representative govern- 
ment,

It is election day. Much is 
at stake in my state. But most 
of my town’s 4,700 inhabitants 
are chronic misfits who couldn’t 
care less, Still, they are quick 
to argue politics. And, because 
time seems longer, tempers 
are shorter in my town, There- 
fore, such arguments are more 
apt to end in mayhem where I 
live. The name of my town is 
Southern Michigan Prison, 

Even as breakfast is served, 
a young murderer and a middle- 
aged burglar come close to 
blows in a debate on the abili- 
ties of Governor Romney, An 
alert guard breaks it up just 
in time. 

The burglar is serving his 
fifth term in my town. I know 
him well, So, after he cools 
off, I needle him a bit, saying, 
“] take it you voted for 
Romney.”’ 

‘*you kiddin’?’’ he said, “I 
never voted in my life, I got 
sense enough to know no mat- 
ter who’s elected, the best John 
Q. Public’s gonna get is the 
worst of it, The hell with 
votin’!’, 

Tthat’s seditious philosophy, 
isn’t it? ‘*The hell with votin’!’ 
means down with democracy, 
your country, your government 
and, consequently, every home 
(where government really 
begins) in the land, 

Yet, Pve voiced such sedition 
myself, It came out something 
like this: ‘‘Couldn’t make it to 
the polls.

(Could 
the deeds that landed us here 
be germane to such disregard 
for democracy?) Consider three 
responses to the question; ‘‘Did 
you vote regularly when you 
were free?’’ 

Gambling syndicate under- 
ling (age 33, serving 5-10 
years); ‘The organization al- 
ways saw to it that I voted; 
even told me who to vote for,”’ 

Alcoholic (doing 1-2 for non- 
support): ‘'They’d let us off 
work in time to make it to the 
polls, all right. But [Pd stop 
at a buddy’s house to talk the 
zlection over, There’d be a 


90ttle or two around. And some- 
how, before I considered all the 
issues and candidates and de- 
cided who’d get my vote, it was 
either too late or I was 


too 


a 


Hunters! Be extra careful 


loaded to care any more,’’ 
Vote fraud fall-guy (age 72, 
serving 1-2 years); ‘Election 
days was gravy days for me. 
I always voted, Got five bucks 
a ballot. Sometimes I made 
fifty-five, sixty dollars,’’ 


As for me - well, it’s occas- 
ionally difficult to face the mir- 
ror of patriotism and like what 
I see. Instead of voting, I’ve 
often gone hunting or fishing; 
attended to selfish matters of 
assorted kinds, Indeed, I’ve 
leaped on every lame excuse 
in the American voters’ book, 
But the future will offer oppor- 
tunities to prove my determina- 
tion never againto skip achance 
to vote, 

In the meantime, what about 
you? 

Like many other sheer 
blessings in America’s full- 
fashioned freedom, the pri- 
vilege of voting is never com- 
pletey appreciated until it is 
lost. I know, So I must agree 
with the immigrant who said: 
‘‘Americans don’t adequately 
appreciate their system ofgov- 
ernment because they don’t un- 
derstand what it ain’t.’’ 

However, our Star Spangled 
Banner waves best when every 
thread is intact. Similarly, the 
government it represents needs 
every vote, 

But nobody votes inmy town, 
Nobody may.

1, Treat any gun as though 
it is a primed stick of dyna-
